' Springing the trap on the “ Big Three 

as Heitler, Skidmore, and Costello have 
been dubbed, was the climax of a system 
of espionage that has covered weeks, 
according to Mr. Hoyne. 

“We began," he explained to reporters 
last night, with the reports that patrol- 
men were being advanced to sergeants 
for a fee. We discovered that a patrol-

this. No matter how high his standing 
in the civil service list it proflited the 
policeman nothing, and, on the other 
hand, if a patrolman stood low in tke 
efficiency list, he could get his promo- 
tion with the payment of $500. 

“The same rule applied to officers. 
The price for the promotion of a sergeant 


$1,000. For promotion to captain a 
lieutenant had to pay all the way from 
. $1,000 to 61,500. The last batch of cap-

Calls Suspensions a Bluff. 
The committee had full charge of

It has come to me that Chief Healey 
had intended to send word to me of a 
list of places that he believed were run- 
nipg with some sort of protection and 
‘that he proposed to raid. I have never 
discovered how he proposed to send this 
list to me, but I suppose that a string 
of raids would be made following the 
transmission of the list, so that it would 
appear the police department was mak- 
ing. good. I understand there were to 
be fifty. places listed. 

Whenever an opposition place came 
under the eye of the Big Three it was 
raided. This not only kept down the 
opposition, but it provided the police 
with an excuse for activity. One of the 
plans of the Big Three in making raids 
was to have letters written to the mayor 
complaining of certain houses of il) 
fame or gambling houses. These would, 
in the usual order of police work, get to 
the thief.

After the Brede building raid, which 
netted the “big three,” the Hoyne 
forces turned quickly to deal with Chief 
Healy personally.

“Mike de Pike” Heitler—Former 
king of the west side levee. In the old 
days of his power he had the reputation 
of being merciless and grasping and of 
ruling with an fron hand.
